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SOVIETS CHALLENGING 
BASIC U.N. STRUCTURE 


Cautious Move From Kremlin 


For Three-Man Secretariat 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
The Soviet Union has 
thrown down what appeared to be a quick challenge to 
the United Nations to change its basic structure. But on 
close inspection, the Kremlin's move seems a cautious 
one* 
That is the watchword at the United Nations as its 
assembly opens its 16th regu­ 
lar session in a strange brood 
ing atmosphere produced by 
the death of Secretary-Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjöld. 
The delegations seem care­ 
fully measuring one another, 
almost like gamblers trying to 
gauge the odds on success or 
disaster. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko announced the 
Kremlin’s insistence that there 
be a three-man secretariat to 
succeed Hammarskjöld. With 
a built-in veto, that would 
mean paralysis for the United 
Nations’ ability to put out dan­ 
gerous fires. 
But Gromyko added that it 
was not possible to change the 
charter to set up such a struc­ 
ture until Red China was ad­ 
mitted to membership. That 
seems unlikely in this session, 
at any rate. And it gives the 
Soviet Union an out—should 
it feel it needs one. If pressing 
its demand should become too 
dangerous, politically or other­ 
wise, the Kremlin has a ready­ 
made avenue of retreat. 
Gromyko’s statement, how 
ever, did little to relieve the 
tension in U.N. halls. It can 
burst suddenly into ominous 
crisis. 
The U.S. delegation gives the 
impression its cue for the time 
being is watchful waiting and 
listening. There is no inclina 
tion to telegraph any punch 
the United States may be in 
tending to throw in the great 
diplomatic struggle now shap 
ing up

Widely discussed is the pos­ 
sibility that the United States 
intends a counter-offensive in­ 
volving a demand that the na­ 
tions of the world stand up and 
be counted for or against an 
effective peace organization. 
A firm United States stand 
behind the United Nations as 
the last hope of peace, so the 
speculation goes, could gen­ 
erate pressure from weaker 
countries on the Kremlin. Im­ 
plicit in the approach would 
be a U.S. threat to pull out of 
the

if 
the 
Kremlin should succeed in ex­ 
tracting the secretariat’s teeth. 
Representatives of the so-

neutral 
nations

complain, however, that it was 
the United States and its poli­ 
cies in the past which placed 
them in their present position 
in many instances. They com­ 
plain about a lack of a straight- 
line American policy which 
states clearly where the United 
States stands and avoids devi­ 
ating from that line.

NDOLA, Northern Rho­ 
desia UD — President Moise 
Tshombe of rebellious Katan­ 
ga met with a top U. N.

Tshombe met for more 
than five hours yesterday 
with Mahmoud Khiari, a Tu­ 
nisian who heads the U.N.

Khiari took over the 
peace mission that Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjöld 
died trying to fulfill.

The two 
arrived and left separately 
with police escorts. Follow- 
ing Hammarskjold's tradi­ 
tion of quiet diplomacy, the 
talks were held in strictest 
secrecy.

Rusk, Gromyko 


Meeting 


Tomorrow 


UNITED NATIONS (^—Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko will meet tomorrow 
in the first of a series of show­ 
down talks on the crucial East- 
West dispute over Berlin and 
the parallel crisis in the United 
Nations. 


Rusk is reported to have de­ 
cided on a stern approach to 
the talks, including a warning 
to the 
Soviet 
government 
against believing t h a t t he 
United States and its Allies 
will be bluffed or frightened 
into surrendering their Berlin 
rights or their stake in the 
United Nations. 


WAR, PEACE? 
The secretary is said to be­ 
lieve that the choice of war or 
peace over Berlin is now up to 
P r e m i e r Nikita Khrushchev 
and that a soft approach to 
Gromyko, centered on an ap­ 
peal for cooperation in working 
out the world’s p r o b l e m s , 
might do more harm than good. 
When Rusk and Gromyko at­ 
tended the brief opening ses­ 
sion of the United Nations 
General Assembly yesterday, 
U.S. diplomat Charles E. Boh- 
len extended through Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Val­ 
erian Zorin an invitation for 
Gromyko to lunch with Rusk 
tomorrow. 


Russia Drumming 
For U.N. Troika 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. W 
—The Soviet Union threatened 
today to torpedo a proposal 
for a temporary secretary-gen­ 
eral who would succeed Dag 
Hammarskjöld and keep the 
U.N. executive machinery in 
action. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko indicated Mos­ 
cow will settle for nothing less 
than a three-man (“troika” ) 
secretariat to control the world 
organization. 
Under the stop-gap plan, the 
U.N. General Assembly would 
name an interim secretary-gen­ 
eral to fill the position left va­ 
cant by Hammarskjold’s death. 
The West and many neutrals 
rallied to the support of the 
proposal. 
Soviet opposition heightened 
fears that the entire question 
of selecting a new secretary- 
general would wind up in an 
East-West 
deadlock, 
leaving 
the U.N. administration with­ 
out a leader. 
This latest crisis was added 
to the agenda of talks between 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Gromyko, who agreed to 
open conferences tomorrow7. 
They originally had planned to 
discuss the Berlin crisis. 
News of the Soviet stand 
plunged delegates into gloom 
as the 99-nation assembly got 
down to business yesterday. 
The assembly met for only 
four minutes in tribute to Ham­ 
marskjöld. 
DISCOURAGED 
U.S. authorities discouraged 
speculation that the first meet­ 
ing would lead to any concrete 
results. They expect a series 
of talks whiie the two foreign 
ministers are in New York dur­ 
ing the next week or so. They 
were not optimistic about any 
better U.S. Soviet understand­ 
ing even at the end of the se­ 
ries. 
These informants said the 
Soviet government has shown 
no sign whatever of easing its 
pressures on Berlin or modify­ 
ing its essential demands for 
a change in the structure of 
the United Nations.

WASHINGTON IUPI) — The 
gross national product hit a 
record annual rate of 526 bil­ 
lion dollars during the third 
quarter of this year, Commerce 
Secretary Luther Hodges has 
reported 
The GNP—value of all goods 
and services produced in the 
nation—is regarded as a key 
indicator of economic health 
Hodges told a news confer­ 
ence that the preliminary es­ 
timates showed that the GNP 
has climbed by 25 billion dol­ 
lars from the recession low of 
500.8 billion recorded during 
the opening months of 1961 
It rose to a record annual 
rate of 516.1 billion dollars in 
the second quarter and Hodges 
predicted it would climb to 540 
billion by the end of this year. 
The secretary also disclosed 
statistics which showed rising 
corporate profits, increasing 
personal income and higher 
sales and new orders for manu­ 
facturers of durable goods. 
“As a whole, business is 
moving a l o n g quite well,” 
Hodges reported. “If the auto 
people get going on their new 
models we’ll see a further up­ 
turn and continue getting out 
of the recession even faster 
than we had expected.” 
He listed these new figures: 
1. Personal income in Au­ 
gust climbed to 419 5 billion 
dollars compared with 405 bil­ 
lion a year ago and showed a 


750 million increase over July 
on an annual basis. 


2. Corporate profits rose to 
45.5 billion dollars at annual 
rates in April, May and June, 
an increase of 5.5 billion over 
the first quarter recession low. 


3. Manufacturers s a l e s of 
durable goods increased one 
per cent in August and their 
new orders rose by two per 
cent last month after making 
seasonal adjustments, 
4. Construction on privately- 
owned homes and apartments 
fell two per cent in August to 
reach an annual rate of 1,317,- 
000 units. Hodges said that de­ 
spite this decline the overall 
housing picture “looks very 
good.”

Nowdays sand­ 
wiches come as “salad rolls.” 
For the filling, practically 
anything goes. This chicken

FROSTED CHICKEN ROLLS 
3 sliced frankfurter rolls 
U cup mayonnaise - type salad 
dressing 
2 tablespoons minced onion 
(2 cup finely diced celery 
2 tablespoons minced red or 
green pepper or pimiento 
I 1,-» cups diced cooked chicken 
8 slices crisply-cooked bacon 
(crumbled) 
Salt and pepper 
1 package (3 ounces) cream 
cheese 


2 tablespoons milk 
Using a fork, remove bread 
from the insides of the bottoms 
of the frankfurter rolls. In a 
medium-sized bowl mix togeth­ 
er the salad dressing, onion, 
celery, green pepper, chicken 
and bacon: add salt and pepper 
to taste. Fill each scooped out 
roll bottom with about ’3 cup 
of the mixture. Replace tops 
and wrap in foil or transparent 
plastic wrapping.

In New York restaurants that 
specialize in serving these sal­ 
ad rolls, usually both sides 
(tops and bottoms) of the frank 
furter rolls are scooped out 
and the filling is added in lav 
ish amounts. 


A special New York filling 
is made of diced cooked chick­ 
en, cooked rice (cold), cooked 
green peas, diced crisp celery, 
mayonnaise and seasonings. 
Another 
special 
filling is 
made of a combination of cook­ 
ed and raw vegetables with a 
well-seasoned mayonnaise-type 
dressing. The cooked vegeta­ 
bles may be green peas, cut 
green beans and diced carrots; 
t h e raw vegetables may be 
diced celery, sliced radishes, 
minced green pepper, grated 
carrot. 


Lobster, crabmeat, salmon 
and tuna salads are fillings 
that do well in salad rolls. If 
you use lobster, let the true 
flavor of the seafood hold its 
own; couple the lobster only 
with celery, mayonnaise and 
seasonings. 
Chopped cooked corned beef 
and smoked tongue also make 
good fillings for salad rolls. 
Chopped hard-cooked eggs are 
fine to mix with these meats 
and the mayonnaise may be 
zipped up with prepared mus­ 
tard or pickle relish or both. 
Instead of the eggs, finely 
shredded crisp green cabbage 
may be added to the meat.

Majority Of Children Cheat 


On Their School Examinations 


Do children still cheat on 
tests? Remember the cribbing 
we did in school? 
Are our 
offspring as bad a« we were? 
Cheating has been studied 
scientifically. The first studies 
were made at Yale many years 
ago. 
They’ve been repeated 
and enlarged upon since. The 
findings may surprise you. 
Year after year, school after 
school, about 75 per cent of 
the boys cheat when they think 
they can get by with it. The 
girls are a little better. About 
66 per cent of them cheat. Our 
children are as bad as we were. 
No progress at all. 
They cheat in various ways 
A national magazine described 
many different methods a few 
months ago. It even printed 
pictures showing how to fool 
teachers. That report will help 
cheaters for y e a r s to come. 
Smart boys . and girls don’t 
cheat unless they’ve a jchance 
to succeed. 
Duller children 
may try it anyway. 
They’re 
the ones m o s t frequently 
caught 
Adults cheait too. Over half 
of us will keep extra change 
from the clerk at the super­ 
market if she gives it to us. On 
civil service tests grown-ups 
crib like teen-agers. 
Cheating is a human frailty. 
It is up to teachers to prevent 
it. The “honor system” never 
works very long. Students do 
not police themselves. Teach 
ers should write tests which 
make cheating hard. 
They 
should seat pupils so copying 
is difficult. They should keep 
an eagle eye out, every minute 
of every test. 
Then cheaters 
won’t prosper. 
READERS FORUM 
(Q) “Do teachers ever cheat 
on the tests they take?” 


(A) They’re more honest 
than most people, but a few 
of them cheat. I once set 
a trap for a large group of 
teachers in a g r a d u a t e 
course I taught. A sizeable 
minority of them walked 
into the trap, by cheating. 
Teachers are human too.

FAMILY FARE 


First Weeks Of School May 
Affect Child's Appetite 


September marks the start 
of a great adventure for thou­ 
sands of five and si**year olds 
—the first days of school mark 
the start of an experience 
which will profoundly influ­ 
ence the rest of their lives. 
For the mother it presents 
many adventures and chal­ 
lenges, too. One of the chal­ 
lenges is seeing that her young­ 
ster enters school in the best 
possible health, and stays that 
way, The first step to good 
health, nutrition scientists say, 
is to start each day with a good 
breakfast. 


In fact, according to Dr. Mi­ 
riam Lowenberg, head of the 
Dept, of Foods and Nutrition 
at Pennsylvania State Univer­ 


sity, “Research studies show 
that children who do not eat 
breakfast 
do 
less 
well 
in 
school, perform physical tasks 
less well and may be more ir­ 
ritable and emotionally un­ 
stable.” 
Nutrition studies show that 
the person who eats a good 
breakfast can be expected to 
follow sound nutrition prac­ 
tices in all other meals. For 
the mother, it is important to 
realize that the dietary pat­ 
terns which her child adopts 
at age six usually are main­ 
tained through adulthood. 


WHAT TO DO 
But just how does a mother 
insure that her child, particu­ 
larly the one just entering

school, develops good break­ 
fast habits? 
Here are a few do’s and 
don’t’s to consider: 
Do create a pleasant atmo­ 
sphere at the breakfast table. 
The start of the day should be 
fun for all. 
Do plan ahead for plenty of 
time 
for breakfast 
so the 
youngster can relax and en­ 
joy the meal. . 
Do build the breakfast menu 
around a protein-high food, 
such as egg, for energy, milk, 
plus enriched bread or toast, 
and a serving of citrus fruit or 
juice. 
If the child resists the daily 
serving of egg, try substituting 
a hamburger, a toasted cheese 
sandwich or a ham sandwich. 
Do not be overly concerned 
with the quantity of food the 
child consumes. Overfeeding 
leads to serious nutritional 
problems in later years. Nor- 


cient quantities to sustain him. 
Do not rely on the child for 
the selection of items in the 
breakfast menu. His self-regu­ 
lation abilities are confined to 
quantity, not nutritional qual­ 
ity. 


N O SCENEvS 
Do not create a scene if 
your child on one particular 
day does not “feel like eating.” 
This problem arises occasion­ 
ally at the beginning of the 
school year. The best way to 
handle this is to let the child 
alone; let him take only juice 
or milk if that is all he cares 
for. If he can’t even drink, let 
him go to school empty. It’s 
not a good idea for a child to 
start the day hungry, but after 
he adjusts to school routine, 
he will gradually become hun­ 
grier at breakfast time. And 
if he has not had too great a 
struggle with his mother over 
breakfast, he’ll be ready to eat 
properly again.

Married Couple Find 


Catholic Service Aid

(This is the second in a 
series of articles citing ex­ 
amples of services offered by 
United Crusade agencies in 
terms of need. Today's ar­ 
ticle describes the work of 
Catholic Social Service of 
Marin C o u n t y in helping 
couples with marital prob­ 
lems.) 


Betty, 6. developed a speech 
impediment, and doctors could 
find no physical reason for it. 
The principal of Betty's school 
referred her to Catholic Social 
Service. 
At the agency, social work­ 
ers began a series of counseling 
sessions with Betty and both 
her parents. The case was re­ 
viewed at one of the weekly 
conferences with the agency's 
consulting psychiatirst. 
In exploring Betty's case, it 
was discovered that there were 
explosive tensions between her 
parents. Each had individual 
problems stemming from un­ 
happy childhood experiences. 
As a result, Betty’s mother and 
father were unable to accept 
their responsibilities as hus­ 
band and wife or as parents. 
Betty, a sensitive, intelligent 
child, got the brunt of all this, 
and it was reflected in her 
speech difficulty; it was an 
emotionally-based problem. 
But it was one of the agency’s 
cases with a happy ending, for 
after several months of coun­ 
seling, tensions between the 
parents w e r e gradually re­ 
lieved, the atmosphere in the 
home r e l a x e d , and Betty’s 
speech problem disappeared. 
This, of course, isn't a typical 
case. (It is also disguised, since 
all facts are confidential.) Ac­ 
tually, no case is really typical, 
according to Sister Martina Jus- 
sel, executive secretary of Cath­ 
olic Social Service of Marin 
County in San Rafael. About 
the only common denominator 
of the people served by the 
agency is that they are in some 
kind of trouble and need help. 
Nor is Betty's case typical in 
its happy ending, because not 
ill cases turn out so well. 


But Betty's parents really 
wanted to do something about 
their situation, and this (called 
motivation by the social work­ 
ers) is the most important in­ 
gredient. according to Sister 
Martina. 
“Married couples who come 
to us for help need the desire 
to change,” she says. “We do 
not give them advice. We only 
look at their problems from 
an objective point of view and 
help them to think more clear­ 
ly and to re-direct their own 
lives.” 
Couples looking for help in 
solving their marital difficul­ 
ties, and children with emo­ 
tional and/or behavior prob­ 
lems resulting from home fric­ 
tion, constitute the bulk of the 
work handled by the agency. 
Most of them can be helped if 
they are willing to do their part 
and to continue with counsel­ 
ing long enough, according to 
Sister Martina. 
“If couples can recognize 
their problems at an early age,” 
she added, “they are more 
easily helped. We would rather 
work in the preventive field 
than to try to repair damage 
after it has been done." 
Helping to piece troubled 
families back together again— 
or keeping them from coming 
apart in the first place—is one 
of the most gratifying jobs of 
the agency. 
Sister Martina believes that 
“the strength of the country de­ 
pends on families. W’e feel that 
in helping to preserve family 
life we are contributing to the 
well being of our community 
and the nation.” 
Sister Martina is a member 
of the society called the Sisters 
of Social Service. 
She, the 
other three sisters and one lay 
worker at Catholic Social Serv­ 
ice in San Rafael all hold mas­ 
ter’s degrees in social work, as 
does the agency’s director, the 
Rev. John J. O’Hare. The staff’s 
consulting psychiatrist is David 
Sherbon, M.D. 
Since the agency was estab­ 
lished in 1937, its casework has 


shown a steady upward climb. 
The number of cases tripled 
between 1949 and 1959, accord­ 
ing to a survey made last year. 
In 1960, a total of 606 families 
were given counseling service. 
During the year there also were 
39 cases of individual counsel­ 
ing, including five of unmar­ 
ried parents. 
Child welfare 
cases totaled 82 and foster 
home placements 17. 
Catholic Social Service has 
many resources-in its work of 
helping troubled families. In 
the course of a day’s work the 
staff may consult or refer cases 
to the county health, welfare or 
probation departments; public 
or parochial schools; one or 
more of the local health agen­ 
cies; the Red Cross; local phys­ 
icians and attorneys, including 
the Legal Aid Society. 
Catholic Service accepts fees 
on a sliding scale. Services are 
provided to families of many 
income groups, regardless of 
race, creed, or length of resi­ 
dence in the county. 
Since 
fees 
do 
not 
cover 
costs, and services are provid­ 
ed 
free 
when 
needed, the 
agency obtains help from the 
community through sharing in 
United Crusade funds. Last 


year the Crusade provided ap­ 
proximately three-fifths of the 
agency’s net budget, with the 
remainder coming from fees, 
direct contributions, and fund­ 
raising events staged by the 
Social Service Auxiliary and 
Junior Social Service Auxil­ 
iary.

Disaster To Prove 
Defense Need? 
EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
I wonder if the people of 
Marin County know that in 
1951 the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors passed an or­ 
dinance (No. 563) relating to 
Disaster and Civil Defense. 
This ordinance provides in 
Section 3 for: 
1. A Disaster and Civil De­ 
fense Council. 
2. That the chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors shall be 
the chairman of this council. 
3. That the assistant direc­ 
tor, appointed by the Board 
of Supervisors, shall be vice 
chairman and, under the su­ 
pervision of the director, shall 
develop disaster and civil de­ 
fense plans and organize the 
disaster and civil defense pro­ 
grams of this county. 
To date no Disaster and 
Civil Defense Council has 
ever been appointed. 
A plan, developed by for­ 
mer County Administrator D. 
A. Jensen, closely following 
the California and National 
Civil 
Defense 
Mobilization 
plans, was submitted in April 
1960 by the then chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
His letter of submittal states: 
“The promulgation of this 
plan is one part of the action 
required by the county for 
civil 
defense. 
Additionally, 
there is need for continual 
training of county and city 
employees and for some train­ 
ing of a minimum number of 
volunteers who can supply 
leadership to the great num­ 
ber of volunteers required in 
time of disaster. The conduct 
of effective non-military de­ 
fense depends on a well-in­ 
formed 
and 
well-prepared 
public able and willing to 
support and participate in 
civil defense organizations. 
The Board of Supervisors and 
all branches of county gov­ 
ernment have pledged their 
interest and support to civil 
defense and to this plan as 
it is issued.” 
At the Operation Alert Ap­ 
ril 28, 1961, I was requested 
by Alan Bruce, county admin­ 
istrator, w*ho was then the 
Marin County Civil Defense 
Coordinator, to serve as a rep­ 
resentative of the general 
public and 
to 
prepare 
a 
critique of the civil defense 
alert exercise. 
Although 
Marin 
County 
was not at that time a target, 
word was received early in 
the practice that thirty thou­ 
sand (30,000) refugees were 
coming into Marin County 
from Contra Costa County. 
There was no provision for 
registration, decontamination, 
clothing, housing, or feeding 
of these refugees. Civil de­ 
fense communication equip­ 
ment was disconnected and 
stored and the county civil 
defense office in use by other 
county agencies. 
The emergency civil de­ 
fense office, located in the 
all-purpose room at the Mar­ 


ion School in Novato, had one 
telephone in a booth on the 
porch of the building. 
Since this alert exercise, 
the coordination of civil de­ 
fense 
activities 
has 
been 
shifted from the office of the 
county administrator to the 
sheriff’s office, which, in the 
event of an emergency, would 
be fully occupied with other 
areas and activities. 


The supervisors have taken 
an oath of office to uphold 
the laws of the county, state, 
and the nation. They have 
passed an ordinance which 
became a law of the county. 
Must we w’ait until a disaster 
hits or a bomb is dropped be­ 
fore we can hope to have any 
semblance of a civil defense 
program and organization? 
A copy of the ordinance 
and a paper plan will be of 
little help if an airplane falls 
in a school yard, or we have 
an earthquake, or a disastrous 
fire, or some greater catas­ 
trophe.

They tried to 
slam the door on rapid tran­ 
sit, yet it has come, if possible 
over the existing bridge. 
Marinites, like myself, can

British Ban-The-Bomb, Unilateral 


Disarmanent Opinion Is Receding 


the good old days. “Why, 
madam,” 
croons

Listen to these words of 
wisdom from Louisiana’s per­ 
spicacious Paul Harvey: “If 
Uncle Sam is ever disgraced 
and destroyed in the eyes of 
the world, it’ll be because he 
was lured astray by a low- 
necked, 
short-skirted, 
rose- 
scented, over-developed hus­ 
sy7 
named 
‘Something 
for 
Nothing’.” 


LONDON—The once rising 
tide of British public opinion 
in favor of ban-the-bomb-neu- 
tralism and one-sided disarma­ 
ment is radically receding. 
What was a dangerous and 
mounting political pressure 
only 12 months ago, threat­ 
ening to reach proportions 
which could impair Britain’s 
role in the NATO alliance, is 
no longer mounting and does 
not seem to be dangerous. 
Russia’s resumption of nu­ 
clear testing and Khrush­ 
chev’s ‘ violent threats over 
Berlin have helped, but these 
events have only made the 
decline of pacifist and neut­ 
ralist sentiment here more 
decisive. 


THIS IS ONE of the more 
helpful and welcome political 
developments on this side of 
the Atlantic. 
Hugh Gaitskell, the buffet­ 
ed leader of the British lAbor 
party, has contributed more 
than any one individual to re­ 
versing this trend of senti­ 
ment in Britain which was 
running perilously strong a 
year ago. Gaitskell is the 
principal beneficiary of the 
new realism which has stead­ 
ily undercut the British be­ 
lief that unilateral atomic 
disarmament could possibly 
help Britain. 
This sentiment was so pow­ 
erful and contagious last sum­ 
mer that Mr. Gaitskell was 
nearly wrenched from his 
post as leader of the Labor 
party. Now he is stronger 
than ever. 


TO MEASURE the mean­ 
ing of what has happened you 
will recall: 
That last year it was touch- 
and-go whether the British 
government would dare af­ 
front pacifist and neutralist 
opinion by allowing Ameri­ 
can Polaris-carrying subma­ 
rines to be based in Scotland. 


That powerful labor union 
leaders, supported by many 
of the clergy and intellec­ 
tuals, were demanding that 
Parliament abandon totally 
the nation’s nuclear deter­ 
rent. 
That the Labor party split 
open so widely and so deeply 
that it did not seem it could 
provide an alternative to the 
Conservatives for a long time 
to come or, if it were elected, 
would provide the worst pos­ 
sible alternative in terms of 
the Western alliance. 


I DO NOT WANT to sug­ 
gest that pacifist, neutralist, 
unilateralist o p i n i o n was 
dominant in Britain. It wasn’t. 
But it was a menacing minor­ 
ity opinion which was rapidly 
on the rise and which was 
capable of greatly restricting 
freedom of the government 
to associate itself rigorously 
with the Western alliance and 
of reducing the Labor party 
to impotence. 
It is pleasant to be able to 
report that British public 
opinion is recovering its bal­ 
ance and perspective.

Pipe Organs Being Built 


— Without Single Pipe 


NEW YORK « 
—The new­ 
est wonder bubbled up from 
science takes the pipes out of 
the pipe organ. To put it an­ 
other way, pipe organs are be­ 
ing built which contain not a 
single pipe. 
This is rousing both joy and 
sorrow in the muéic world. The 
pipe-organist no longer has to 
be a musician anchored to the 
hall where his instrument is 
part'of the walls. With the aid 
of a small truck or trailer, he 
can take it wherever he goes, 


as the piano-player can take 
his. 
* 
That’s a joyous prospect— 
for pipe-organists. The sor­ 
row is. in a threat to the 
sanctity of the fine, old or­ 
gans of the world. Now you 
have to go to the placess 
where they’ve been in the 
walls for ages, if you want 
to hear their characteristic 
and unique tones. 
But with this new scientific 
development, you can take the 
characteristic tones from any 


of them, as you take a print 
from a negative, and install 
those tones into an infinite 
number of portable pipeless 
pipe organs. 
The scientist responsible for 
this musical joy and sorrow is 
Dr. Jean Dereux, a Parisian 
physicist. 
Greatly simplified, 
this is w h a t he laboriously 
taught himself to do: 
As sound waves emerge from 
from a pipe of a pipe organ 
they are photographed—at the 
mouth of the pipe. You do this 
pipe by pipe for the entire 
organ. Then you engrave these 
waves onto copper plates. You 
need 24 plates, two for each of 
the 12 notes of the chromatic 
scale. 
On each part of plates are 
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ment by a professional pipe- 
organist who had been perm it­ 
ted to play a prototype model— 
and had wept for joy as he 
played because his ears could 
not detect any difference be­ 
tween its tones and those of 
his home base pipe organ. 
Now that the manufacturer 
is about to market two models 
fat $3,475 and $4,000, retail) 
the writer is permitted to de­ 
scribe it. It should be empha­ 
sized that it is not an electronic 
organ nor a chord organ but a 
small-size pipeless pipe organ 
which sounds like the real 
thing.

LOS ANGELES (UPD— Former 
director Robert I. McCarthy of 
the State Department of Motor 
Vehicles has urged Gov.

C l u b , 
McCarthy 
criticized 
Brown for paying only “lip 
service to traffic safety.” 
McCarthy resigned his post 
last month and accused Brown 
of running a “spineless'1 ad­ 
ministration. McCarthy's dep­ 
uty, Tom Bright was appointed 
by Brown to succeed him as 
director. 
“Brown is afraid that a tough 
traffic safety plan will' lose 
votes. But losing the support 
of* drunken and reckless driv­ 
ers is a small price to pay for 
saving human lives,” McCarthy 
said. 
He said Brown’s first step 
should be to invite the newly 
reorganized 
president’s 
com­ 
mittee for traffic safety to 
meet in California. 
The committee could study 
our problem as impartial out­ 
siders, McCarthy said. 
“Perhaps t h i s committee 
would adopt California as a 
pilot study for other states to 
follow. 
In addition, the gov­ 
ernor should use the recently 
legislative appropriated $100,- 
000 for a companion study of 
accident causes.”

Acorn Crop 


Good For 


Yosemite 


By MARK KNIGHT 
Y O S E M I T E NATIONAL 
PARK GP—'The staff of life for 
much of the animal kingdom in 
the Sierra is the acorn, and 
acorns are abundant this fall 
for the first time in three 
years. 
Squirrels are fat and healthy, 
a sharp contrast to a scabies 
outbreak that worried natural­ 
ists in Yosemite last spring. 
Coyotes, so lean and vicious 
after a hard winter that hikers 
complained of being nipped 
while in sleeping bags at Gla­ 
cier Point, likewise are plump. 
The omnivorous bear, which 
will eat just about anything, 
never seems to thrive so well 
as in a good acorn year. 
“And it will surprise many,” 
says Douglass Hubbard, chief 
naturalist, “to know that the 
California jay thrives and mul 
tiplies best when he can munch 
an acorn frequently in his day 
of darting a n d squawking 
about the camps.” 
Deer d e p e n d heavily on 
acorns and when hunger drives 
them elsewhere are likely to 
batter down fences and other 
obstacles to eat sprouting oak 
trees, thus emulating the fa 
Died killing of the goose that 
aid the golden eggs. 
Animals dependent on acorns 
include California acorn wood 
pecker, squirrels, chipmunks 
and jays. Bear and deer love 
them. 
Night prowlers also get in 
on the feast. Mice come out at 
night during harvest season. 
There is an acorn weevil, with 
a long grotesque beak that per­ 
mits it to drill far down to 
plant its eggs. There also is 
an acorn moth. 
The Stellar jay is quit« an 
oak tree planter; he buries 
acorns and forgets their loca­ 
tion, hence an oak springs up. 
The California acorn wood­ 
pecker is worthy of special no­ 
tice. He stores acorns promis­ 
cuously and often they are 
stolen by other animals and 
jays. Even the Indians looked 
for the woodpecker storage 
holes. 
“Lately,” says Hubbard, “the 
woodpeckers are so busy stor­ 
ing acorns you can hear rat 
tat-tat p o u n d i n g resound 
throughout the valley, espec­ 
ially in the still of early morn 
ing.” 
Also bandtail pigeons, which 
are seen at no other time, flock 
in for the acorns. 
Hubbard tells of a single 
power pole with 500 acorns 
stored by w o o d p e c k e r s 
“Once,” he said, “a resident 
found 40 holes in a roof that 
had to be repaired because 
hungry s q u i r r e l s smellec 
acorns buried there by wood 
peckers, a n d w e n t righ; 
through the shingles to get 
them.” 
There has been an inclina 
tion to blame the dearth o 
acorns on the dry cycle, says 
Hubbard, but the large crop 
in this driest of all recent years 
destroys that theory. 
, 
“Like many other phenom 
ena of the flora and fauna in 
our parks,*” he said, “there is 
a lot we have to learn. But we 
are delighted—and so are the 
animals and birds—that the 
acorns are again abundant. 
“If the native Indians still 
were living in the valley they 
too, would be rejoicing, for a 
sour but h i g h l y nutritious 
acorn meal was a staple of 
their». A festival »lmilar to 
our ooservanf« of Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day we« their greeting of 
a good aeorn harvert."
